WasHINGTON, February 2.—Treasurer Gil 
fillan has made a statemeut tothe secretary 
ofthe treasury in regard tothe matter of 
making light-weight gold coin, and redeem- 
ing clipped silver coin at its bullion value, 
instead of at its coinage value by weight. He 
states that “it isthe practice of sub-treasury 
officers to mark gold cOins which, when ten- 


public dues, upon being weighed are found to 
be shortof the weightat which they can, un- 
derthe law, be accepted at their full face 
value. This is done becanse of the action of 
banks and others, in paying out at full face 
valuation, coins which have been repeatedly 
returned by the treasury officials because be- 
low the least current weight. The mark is in 
no sense a mutilation, as it takes away none 
of the substance ofthe coin. As to silver 
coins, the principle was estabiished nearly 
200 years ago that the public should hear the 
loss upon clipped silver pieces. 
existing law authorizing the treasury to take 
mutilated coin otherwise than by weight, and 
if the history of clipped coin in Eng!and in 
1695 is regarded, there probably never will be. 
Since theaction of the mint in receiving 
mutilated silver coin atits bullion value by 
weight, such coiu has been discredited by the

VINCENT’S LOVE OF SECLUSION 
STILL HIS RULING PASSION, 


Evidence Showing Him to Have Boen a Poker Player 
anda R-gular \‘igsr Among the Boys—Action of 
the Legislature and the Governor—No 
Ciue as Yet to His Whereabouts.

Montcomery, February 2.—Dwelling house 
and chattels of Mr. Vincent has been attached 
by the state. Two of his bondsmen, M. E.

The losses 
through the others and the houses here, are 
not vet ascertained. The photographer has his 
picture, but declines giving it up.

by Vincent between the 19th and 29th

j Bishop of Tournay. 

New Yorx, February 2.~An article in the 
Herald gives particulars of the story of the 
lawsuit in Boston, in yesterday's’ paper: 

Mgr. Dumont, who still claims the title of 

Bishop of Tournay, was appointed to that 
see by Pope Pius IX., in 1873, and after cer- 
tain circumstances, which created a great stir 
in the diocese, the congregation of bishops 
and regulars issued a decree in 1879, by order 
of Pope Leo XILII., taking from him all juris 
diction, on the pretext that he had gone out 
of bis mind, and named Mgr. DuRusseaux, 
administrator apostolic of the diocese, with- 
out regard, as Mgr. Dumont alleges, for the 
constitutions of the church or the laws of the 
Belgian siate. Mgr. DuRousseaux took yi >- 
lent possession of the episcopal palace, and 
had the locks picked of the private bureau 
of his predecessor. In the course of 
the following year the lat- 
ter had seals placed, notwithstanding opposi- 
tion, on the episcopal palace, and an inven- 
tory which was then taken showed that a 
large number of securities and papers belong- 
ing to Mgr. Dumont had been abstracted from 
the bureaux and strong chest. On his lodg- 
ing @ complaint with the procureur du roi it 
was discovered that Canon Bernard had ab. 
sconded to America with these papers and 
securities, representing an amount of several! 
million francs. Canon Bernard’s extradition 
was demande and obtained, and he is now in 
Belgium awaiting his trial. Before his return, 
however, a Canadian solicitor came to Tournay 
to prepose an arrangement on behalf of Cenon 
Bernard ahd to recoup a portion of the large 
amount abstracted. which he brought to 
Europe with him, and which was obtained 
possession of by the Belgian government 
after the Canadian solicitor had been arrested, 
and had undergone a long examination, 
which had the effect of causing him to fall 
dangerously ill, the result being that after 
the recovery of about 2 000,000f, he was set 
at liberty and returned home. The pro- 
curer de roi has since sent a com- 
missioner to America, where he now is, with 
full powers to take possession of the remain- 
der of the papers and securities and bring 
them back to Belgium, fur it to be decided 
whose property they are, and to whom they 
are td be handed over. Mgr. Du Rousseaux, 
the acting bishop of Tournay, has, it appears, 
taken measures to prevent the delivery of 
these documents to M. Bourgeois, and to have 
the question of property decided by the 
United States courts, and Mgr. Dumont has 
commenced proceedings against ‘‘M, Du 
Rousseaux, a Catholic priest, calling himself 
bishop of Tournay,”’ in order to obtain a 
judgment of the Belgian court ordering him 
to cease making opposition to the return of 
the papers to belgium.

| Thibandiu that the soldiers were devotel to 
the republic. “‘The army belongs to France,” 
he said, “when you tell us to go 
get killed for France, we shall go, but not for 
the republic.”” Amid a storm of exaspera- 
tion and disapproval from the left M. DeCas-. 
sagnac declared that the army was demoral- 


ized by the proscriptional measure and that 
the turn of the prince’s friends would soon 
come, 

Lonpon, February 2.—Tbe Paris corre- 
spondent of the Times, commenting on the 
passage by the chamber of deputies of M. 
Fabre's compromise bill, in regard to the 
princes, says: The senate will proba- 
bly reject the clause relating to the army. 
The press bill will be more likely 
to cause a ministerial crisis than the expuls- 
ion bill. A Paris dispatch says: The differ- 
ences between Folliere’s and Deves was the 
cause Of the latter’s not reading the remainder 
of Folliere’s speech in the chamber of depu- 
ties vesterday, as was expected. General 
Thibaudia explained that the expulsion bill 
did not strike the princes off the army roll, 
but removed them from active service, leay- 
ing them their rank.

REVOLUTION IN ECUADOR. 


The Governmeat Upset by a Kevelution—The Jcaults 
te be Expelled.

PANAMA, Febrnary 2.—Advices from Ecua- 
dor give the particulars of the oe of Es- 
meraldas, the Jeading port on the coast, by 
the revolutionists. The attacking party had 
thirteen killed and twenty-six wounded, and 
the dictator lost forty killed and an 
equal number wounded. The _ defeated 
government troops have landed at Guayaquil, 
The people generally are highly elated at the 
suecess of the revolution. The government 
has already been nominated with Supreme 
Director Alfaro and four ministers. The new 
director will at once expel the 
Jesuits and establish restrictions upon 
the clergy. Prior to abandoning Esmeraidas 
the dictator’s troops plundered the port and 
set fire toitin three places. An American 
named Feros was among the killed. In 
Guavaquil a panic prevails, and the people 
are fleeing the town. It is the last stronghold 
of the old dictator. He was impressing men, 
horses, and everything available to military 
service. 


THE AMERICAN EAGLE, 


Members of the Connecticut Assembly Leoking to 
Legtalative Protection. 

Hartrorp, February 2—In the house of 
representatives this morning there was intro- 
duced, but not debated, a bill providing that 
“every person who shail shoot, snare, or kill 
in any way the bird known as and 
called the American eagle, shall fuer 
every such bird so_ killed be fined 
net less than $25 and be imprisoned 
not more than thirtv Jays, the bill to tare 
effect immediately on its passage.’’ A mem- 
bér, to the surprise of his associates, moved 
its reference to the committee on judiciary, 
while another wanted it referred to the com- 
mittee on federal relations.

They went to 
Gougar’s pleasant residence, to Wailace’s of- 


fice, and to the alleged trysti 
aces, and perhaps gained much wafal 
information. At the Gougar residence 


they saw the wash boiler which it was said the 
servant girl who yesterday testified had 
punched twenty one holes into. This girl 
testified that Captain Wailacé stayed all night 
with Mrs. Gougar when Mr. Gougar was in 
Ohio. The jury saw in one of the ap-stairs 
rooms & portrait of Captain Wallace adorning 
the wall. Then they went to Pigman’s, where 
it was given in evidence that Mrs, G and 
Captain Wallace met one night and went to 
the iatter’s office. They visited all these 
places under the guidance of a bailiff and two 
lawyers representing each side. 

W hen the court opened the defense called 
Colonel John A. Stein to the witness chair. 
He testified to having seen Mr. Wallace come 
out of the Second Presbyterian church one 
Sunday about a year ago. The witness was 
accompanied by Colonel Behm and Mr. Kum- 
ler. Mr. Wallace came out and tarned north 
on Sixth street toward Ferry. “We crossed 
over tothe other corner,” said the witness. 
‘They wanted to watch him, but i said I would 
not be aspy updn my neighbor.’ In answer 
to a question relating to Captain Wallace 
and Mrs. Gougar, the witness stated that 
there had been a general rumor that they 
were improperly intimate. He knew Rufus 
Coulter Wells (the Chicago witness), Mr. 
Siein said he was nota public character, and 
did not talk to people, but if he was expected 
to consolidate anu crystallize into an idea 
what had been told him he could do so. 

Much time was occupied in discussing the 
question as to the general rumors, 

A. L. Kumler and G. O, Bebm, lawyers, 
testified, substantially, to having seen Mr, 
Wallace on that Sunday morning go up Sixth 
street and turn up the alley back of St. Jobn's 
church and leading behind the Gougar house, 
A. O. Behm,a lawyer, testified that in 
March, 1881, he went to Wallace’s office about 
3:30 in the afternoon. A card hung on the 
door, *‘At the court ‘ouse.’’ ‘I went to the 
court house,” said Mr. Behm, “but Wallace 
was not there. Then I went back tothe 
office and found the dvor locked, with the 
same card hanging outside. I went again, 
The door was still locked, and the same card 
wai still there. At6o’clock that evening. as 
I was coming down town, I met Captain Wal- 
lace and Mrs. Guugar walking toward the 
Gougar residence, arm inarm. I have heard 
of the November 19. affair. Next morning, 
with my wife, I went to Dr. Ingersoll’s office 
and fuund Dr. Joel M. Ingersoll and Judge 
Vinton there, Afterward Captain Wallace 
came. When he came in his manner and 
appearance—”’ 

_ There the witness was stopped with an ob- 
jection, and the rest of the ufternoon session 
wasoccupied with the arzument of counsel.

DISORDERLY CONDUCT. 


A Row inthe Annapolis Naval Academy—Ferty-five 
Cadets Arrested. -- 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., February 2.—There is se- 
rious trouble at the United States naval acad- 
emy here, and the entire cadet corps bas been 
deprived of ali privileges, while the first-class 
men, numbering in all about forty-five, have 
been placed under arrest. The trouble arose 
on Friday last, when Cadet C. E. Woodruff, of 
Pennsylvania, who is one of the most popular 
men in the academy, was arrested for dishon- 
orable conduct, for baving certified on honor 
to afalsehood in connection with his exami- 
nation papers. It is said Cadet Woodruff has 
since admitted in writing the justice of the 
charge. On his arrest, being a petty officer, 
he was immediately reduced to the ranks, 
which caused great excitement. 

THE DISAFFECTION SPREADS. 
When crossing the grounds after being ar- 
rested Cadet Lieutenant Street led the divi- 
sion of the first class. which he commanded, 
in cheering Woodruff. The superintendent 
immediately ordered Street’s arrest, and he 
also was reduced to the ranks, with Cadets 
George, Alexander, Brady, Ager, Weeks, 
Dalrympley Woods and Aldrich. They were 
all sent on board the Santee in accordance 
with a general order issue! by the superin- 
tendent. When this order was read the first 
class men, almost in a body, groaned and 
hissed for several minutes, and all discipline 
was disregarded. The following cadets were 
thereupon arrested, the officers reduced to the 
ranks, and ail sent on board the Santee: 
Cadets Barkley, Withers, Post, Barnard, 
Toney, O'Leary, Wilson, Greene, Jackson, 
Stout, Foster, Mitchell, Smith, Grinnell, Dar- 
rah, Halstead, Herbet, Field, Gross, Quimby, 
Ryan and Giasscock. The effect of these 
wholesale arrests was to demoralize the entire 
academy.

There are about ten mem- 
bers of the first class who took no part in the cheer- 
ing demoustration.

he railrond GOlwmission has issued a circu- 
lar letter to railway companies whose lines, 
leased or otherwise, pass through or termi- 
nate in the state and whose general manage- 
ment is located either within or without the 
state, informing the » that their reports, pur- 
porting to give the aggregate of monthly 
earnings and expenses of all the roads con- 
trolied by them in this state do not meet 
either the requirements of the law cr tie 
needs of ithe commission. 

The law provides forthese monthly reports 
from the railway company so that the com- 
mission may have reliable data upon which 
to base just and reasonable rates, and to in- 
telligentivy change the same from time to 
time, in order to do justice between the rail- 
roads and the people. The railroad compa- 
nies that own or lease lines in Georgia have 
heretofore been sending in reports covering 
the aggregaie earnings of all their lines, so 
that it is impossible for the commission to 
form an ideawith respect to the earnings of 
the lines in Georgia. 

The circular of the commission informs the 
railroads that such reports willno longer be 
regarded as complying with the law, and 
they are notified that, beginning with the 
first day of March next, they will be required 


to send in monthly statements ofthe earn- 
ings and exvenses ofthat portion of their 
lines within the state of Georgia, the state-

Its chief characteristic is an auto- 
matic apparatus by which it is compelled to 
maintain a constant depth below the surface 
of the water, rendering its approach in- 
visible and insuring the destruction of the 
vessel attacked by making a large breach be- 
low the water line. Itis guaranteed in tar 
get practice to vary only a few inches in 
depth and only afew yafds in a horizontal 
direction, at a range of more than one-third 
of a mile, if that distance should be required. 
Its course is not affected by ordinary waves. 
It bas sometimes been called the fish torpedo, 
and as this pame has also been applied to the 
Woolwich torpedo, the Whitehead has there- 
by, it is said, suffered in reputation, especially 
when the Shah tried tosink the Huascar by 
means of what is said by good authority to 
have been ano d model, slow Woelwich Ssh 
torpedo launched at Jong range.

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CHANFRAU CHAT. 
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The Talk of Two Geod Actora About Anderson 
Barrett, Forrest and Others. 
From the New Orleans Picayune, 
One nicht azo @ 
sweet-eved woman stood ankle deep in rose leaves

several years bonnie-faced, 


upon the stage of our Grand Opera house, 
was a magnificent audience present, and she stood 
there srally pelted with tumultuous applause, 
while ua red and white, storm rose 
leaves came showering down upon her gr&ceful 
head. Thusit was seven years ago a New Orleans 
audience testified their admiration of Mrs. FI 
Chanfrau, the powerful actress th 
hearted woman. It was Mrs. Chanfrau who did so 
much in New Orleans for Mary Anderson—who 
taught the lovely novice an understanding of her 
beauties and how to develop her geuius. Poor 
Mary, when she first played Julia in New 
Orleans, ‘made up her face for ih 
heavy villiav, modeled after Booth in some 
acter, andit was not unti> Mrs. Chanfran gt hold 
of her that Miss Aiderson fully convinced the pub- 
lic of her talents and marvel -us beauty, 
Well, but the New Orleans public have but the 
plegsantess recollections of the Chanfraus, and so 
when a reporter of the Picayune received an invi 
lation, through Mr. Clifton W. Tayleure, to dine 
with them, it was accepted with pleasure. 

Mrs. Chanfrau is a wonderfully pretty woiaon. 
She-is plump and matronly; her complexion is like 
a girl’s; her eyes arc indescribablv blue and brown, 
and her woman littess is like a sweet perfume. She 
grew vers much i: earnest when the gentlemen 
said Lawrence Barrettis the brainiest man on the 
American siage. ‘‘He isa fine scholar,’’ said one, 
‘and a thoroughly intellectualman. Nowitis the 
popular idea that Edwin Beoeth is a schoiar, but 
thisis not so. He has not half the cuiture and 
learning of Barrett.’’ 

Something was said of Forrest. ‘'Mr. Forrest was 
one time supping with some acquaintances,’’ said 
Mr. Tayleure, ‘“‘when one of them approached him, 
and said, ‘Mr. Forrest, 1did not like the way you 
interpreted such and such scenes in Othello, to- 
night.’ Old Forrest glared athim. ‘Did you ever 
read Shakspeare, sir?’ ‘Oh, yes'’ ‘How many 
times?’ ‘Oh, several.’ ‘Well, sir, I have swdied 
Shakspeare for twenty-five years.

I have striven to portray his 
characters as he conceived them, but when I come 
to be judged it is not by students and scholars, but 
Hy cabbage-heads who sitin frontand say, ‘I like 
this’’ and ‘I don't like that.’ These cabbage-heads 
can make or unmake me, according to their ignor- 
ant likes and dislikes,’ ’’ 

Something was said of Rhea. ‘‘Be sure and see 
her act as aften as you ecan,’’ said Mrs. Chanfrau. 
“She isa lovely.cgracious Wwoman.and a most charm- 
ing actress.’’ 

‘*There is one fault that you newsraper folks are 
falling into, perhaps unconsciously,’ said Mr.

I teil you whatit is, the dra- 
matic profession is breaking up, now that the day 
of good stock companies is ended, and in ten years 
from now, unless things change, itis my opinion 
there will not be enough good actors in the eountry 
to fill this room, and you will have to wait till the 
resurrection day to get a decent cast bor the ‘schoo! 
for Scandal.”’ 

The Chanfraus and Mr. Layleure have great faith 
in Mary Anderson. They believe in her genius. 
“she has more natural gifts, more positive genius 
than any woman on the strage to-day,’’ said Mr. 
Tayleure, ‘‘yetshecannotact. If her success had 
been slow and steady instead of phenomenal, she 
would have been a great actress. She needed the 
lessons of adversity, of partial failures. Do you re- 
member the first niehtshe played Meg Merriles ?

Facts and Pigures, OMfigis!'y Ascertaincd, Which Show 


that A‘leante Has More factories, Empioys 
More Hands, Pays More Wager, and Cre- 
ates More Wealth than Riva! Oities. 


ATLANTA, Ga., February 3.—Atlanta’s claim ‘to 


importance as a manufacturing city has been gen- 
erally received with ridicule by her rivals and sus- 
picion by her friends. 

Other cities, justly proud of their immense cotton 
mills, have underrated Atianta’s shops and fac- 
tories, and the press, when admitting that we did 
do some manufacturing here, facetiously asserted 
that the product was main!y ‘‘gas’’ and ‘‘facts,’ 
On last Wednesday the Columbus Enquirer-Sun, 
with more geal than discretion, said editorially the 
fact that Atlanta wasthe capital of the state, and 
Edward Adainsons’s headquarters when he came 
south had led the northern people to consider it 
the representative manufacturing city of Georgia, 
‘“‘when it really makes no pretensions to anything 
of the kind.’’ 

When this appeared it was thought best to get at 
the ‘‘facts’’ of the matter, and they are herewith 
presented. They pan out mighty well, as our 
‘facts’? have done on notable o.casions heretofore. 
it may be said here that no invidious spirit 
prompts what follows. The growth of apy city 
or section of Georgia, or the deve] 
velopment of any industry, ought 
to be as mucha matter of pride to a true Gecrgian, 
as the growth or developement of any other city o 
industry. But it is important that the truth should 
be known. It isdueto Atlanta that her position 
should be properly stated. Backed by no rich terri- 
tory—with no navigable stream in fifty miles—with 
out tradition or history—with comparatively little 
capital—destroyed by a vandal torch less than 
twenty years ago—her growth has been without ap- 
parent reason or excuse, and suspected to be more 
orless unstable. She has been considered a mere 
trading point that thrived by barter and commis- 
sion. The following will show that she is a busy 
hive of industries, and is builded on a rock. 

I have ofien maintained in discussion, occasionly 
in print, that Atlanta was the largest manufacturing 
city in Georgia. This assertion has always been dis 
puted. I am now prepared to prove its truth in the 
fullest sense. There are three poinis involved in 
manufactures; 

Ist. The number of shops or factories, and the 
capital invested in them. 

2nd. The number of bands employed and the 
wages paid to them. 

Srd. The cifference between the raw n@aterial and 
the product, wh ch represents the created value, 
and is divided in wages, expenses and profits.

THE AMOUNT OF CREATED VALUE, 

We now come to what is the essence of all manu- 
facturing enterprise—the true test of its efficiency— 
the margin between the cost of the raw material and 
he value of the product. The mag who takes a 
pound of cotton worth 10 cents, and by manipula- 
tion increases its value to 20 cents, is as truea pro- 
ducer as the farmer who raises it. In this strip of 
created value is wages, rents, dividends, insurance, 
interest, and all the wealth and business that shop 
Or factory brings. 

Let us see how Atlanta stands this test. The 
iZUTCS are:

"O ll appears that in 1879 Atlanta created a value 
by handling raw material, of $1.702,460, which was 
$1,014,531 in excess over the value created in Ma- 
Con, $307,765 over that of Columbus, $678,250 over 
that of Augusta, $711,100 over that of Savannah. 

HOW FAR THE FIGURES Go. 

This result is astonishing’ 

I confess it astonished me. But I have given the 
Hgures exactly, as they come, officially from the 
census department, without omissio. or distortion. 
They show that from every point of view Atlanta 
leads all her sisters in manufacturing, and even as 
Carly as 1579, had won her Spurs as the great indus- 
trial city of the Empire State. 

So much for the figures We can’t change them if 
we would. Their logic is inexorable, and their ar- 
gument direct. But outside of the fi,ures, there 
are some points of speculation that we might as 
well touch on right here. 

THE MATTER OF SUBURBAN INDUSTRIES, 

Atlanta can hardiy be ru'ed out of her industrial 
leadership by a claim of suburban industries. 
Augusta, forexample, may claim, and justly too 
that she should be credited with the 3,400 spindle, 
of Longley, Granitville and Vaucluse, or the Bath 
paper mills. 80 she ought, for Augusta built and 
Operates them. But to balance this Atlanta shouid 
be credited with the clump of factories surround-

A witness named 
Fitzsimmons identified Counsellor Carey as 
being connected with the conspiracy. Fitz- 
simmons deposed that he rented a room in 
south Cumberland street from James Carey. 


He discovered in the loft of the house two 
knives and a rifle, which were produced soon 
after Carey's arrest. 

A MOMENT OF INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

Great excitement was visivie among the oc- 
cupants of the densely crowded court room 
when the eight prisoners were placed in the 
dock. There was a painful pause, when wit- 
ness Fitzsinsmon’s was called. The prisoners 
in the meautime svook hands with each 
other and joked among themselves, nodding 
to their friends. The clerk of the court then 
read the charge against the prisoners. 
“That they did, on the sixth of May 
last, feloniously kill and slay Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Thomas Henry Burko.’’ The 
reading of the charge was greeted by the 
prisoners with a burst of loud laughter, 
which created a painful sensation in the 
court. Fiizsimmons con.inued his testimony 
as follows: The rifle and the two knives were 
found among a lot of rubbish. They were 
not much concealed. A fortnight afterwards 
he went to the police and delivered the knives 
ane the rifle. Amid intense excitement In- 
spector Smith produced the two long-bladed 
dissecting knives, evidently as sharp as razors, 
and a Snider rifle, which is quite new. 


The knives were eagerly examined 
by the magistrates. While this was 
proceeding there was just a shade 
of uneasiness among the’ prisuners. In sup- 


wort of the eviden e against Mr. Carey, Dr. 
b. rier, surgeon to the queen, deposed that 
the cuts in the clothes and the wounds of 
Lord . Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke 
were inflicted by instruments similar to 
those produced in court. The marquis of 
Hadford, Mr. Jenkinson, director of the Lrish 
criminal investigation department, and Mr. 
Hanel, chief commissioner of the Dub- 
lin police, were among those present jn the 
court. Witness Fitzsimmons deposed that 
James Carey sometimes visited the loft where 
the knives were found. Dr. Myles deposed 
that some of the wounds of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and of Mr. Burke corresponded 
exactiy to the knives produced. A chairma- 
ker pamed Hands identified O’Brien as one 
of the four men lying near to the scene of 
the murder, and Brady as being close by 
shortly before it was perpetrated. Dr. Porter 
addei that there were aiso wounds which 
might have been caused by weapons of differ- 
ent construction from the knives produced, 
but there was nothing characteristic about 
them, One wound was a compound tracture 
of the left orearm of Lord Cavendish, which 
might bave been caused by any knife. There 
was along discussion between Messrs. Mur- 
phy and Mr Webb, the prisoners’ counsel; 
the latter contending that the witness, Fitz- 
simmons, had not definitely recognized Peter 
Carey when asked if he knew him. The 
mayistrates, however, argued that the identi- 
tication was complete. A female witness 
confirmed the evidence of the witness Hands. 


Hands identified Brady as the driver 
of the car in which the 
Boonix Park assassins rode. U pon 


his iaenti'ying O'Brien, the latter attempted 


tu smile, but soon afterwards broke into a

The 
evidence of the inspector was followed with 
the most extraordinary interest. The pris- 
oners leaned over the dock apparently drink- 
ing in every word.

Whatever may be said as to the personal 
honesty of Mr. R. B. Hayes, there is no 
doubt that he was at the head of the most 
thoroughly corrupt administration this coun- 
try has ever seen. By making one falsestep— 
accepting an office to which he knew he was 
not elected—he placed himself wholly in the 
power of the most unprincipled and unscru- 
pulous gang of politicians that even the re- 
publican party yet produced.

to the notorious Wei! ciaim, the history 
of which has been given in the newspa- 


pers time and again. The sum of $487,810 
was awarded to Benjamin Weil for cotton 
alleged to have been confiscated by the Mexi- 
can government. Evidence was discovered, 
after the award had been made, but before 
any money had been paid, that the claim was 
fraudulent throughout. In 1878 the state de- 
partment was directed by congress to investi- 
gate the new evidence with a view to a new 
trial of the case, and payment of the award 
was suspended. Mr. Evarts subsequently re- 
ported that there were grave doubts as to the 
honesty of the claim, but congress adjourned 
in June, 1880, without definitely acting in the 
matter. Mr. Evarts, however, still refused to 
dis'ribute that portion of the award which Mex- 
ico had paid over to the keeping of the state 
department. 

In the summer of 1880 Mr. Evarts went off 
to Vermont, leaving the state department in 
charge of one John Hay. In the meantime 
Congressman Thomas L. Young had been 
retained in the interest of the Wei! 
claim, and this accomplished Ohio states- 
man immediately brought his influence 
to bear on the fraudulent president. The re- 
sult of his efforts was the following letter 
now on file ia the state department:

The telegraph line that gives the fire alarm to the 


pimping station passes through my house and I 
hear every alarm that is given. When the alarm 
was given last night l looked out and could see 


what I thought wasa large fire. Now, if the alarm 
is given promptly to the works, the pressure is im- 


mediately turned on, and it seldom requires one 
minute to get a fire pressure after the alarm is given, 
so thatit does not matter how quick«the flremen 
are, the pressure is on the hydrant by the time they 
make the attsechment. One of two things must 
have happened last night, either the attachment 
was made tothe hydrant -before the alarm was 


given orthe stationhouse keeper was slow in com- 


smunicating the alarm to gthe waterworks. 
When the fire alarm was being 
put up 1 suggested to Mr. Berkele that

the alarm be attached to the waterworks line, and 
| it was proposed to connect it at the police head- 
quarters. To connect these two lines it would be 
necessary to usea ‘relay’ instrument. Now a re- 
lay requires nice adjustment and constant care; as 
every change of temperature and atmospheric con- 
ditions, as well as the condition of the battery, are 
liable to stop its work. Knowing this, I proposed 
making the connection at the waterworks office, 
where the relay would be under my care, and I 
could see to itsadjustment. This was objected to 
on the ground thatthe waterworks office was out 
of the way of the firealarm line. I told Mr Berkele 
that! would rather depend upon the stetion house 
keeeper giving the alarm to the works alter he
